Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
4/1/2008 has been entered. 

The Applicants Amendments to the claims received on 4/1/2008 is 
acknowledged. The text of those sections of Title 35 U.S. Code not included in the 
action can be found in the prior office action. Rejections or objections not addressed in 
this office action with respect to the previous office action mailed 1/3/2008 are hereby 
withdrawn. 

Claim(s) 3, 5-7, 11-15 are pending. Applicants have amended claim(s) 3, 5-7, 
11-14 and added Claim 1 5. Claims 3, 5-7, 11-15 are hereby examined on the merits. 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .1 26 which requires 
the original numbering of the claims to be preserved throughout the prosecution. When 
claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be renumbered. When new claims 
are presented, they must be numbered consecutively beginning with the number next 
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following the highest numbered claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 
Claims must refer back to a lower number claims. 

Claims 3, 5-7 and 1 2 refer to a higher number claims, i.e., Claim 1 5. Correction 
is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3, 5-7, 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicants are claiming a peptide that is described by (cyclo 31-34). Peptide 
nomenclature reads N-terminus to C-terminus, left to right and the first amino acid is 
designated position 1 , see § 1 .821 (d) (4), where it is stated: 

The enumeration of amino acids may start at the first amino acid of the first 
mature protein, with the number 1 . When presented, the amino acids preceding the 
mature protein, e.g., pre-sequences, pro-sequences, pre-pro-sequences and signal 
sequences, shall have negative numbers, counting backwards starting with the amino 
acid next to number 1 . Otherwise, the enumeration of amino acids shall start at the first 
amino acid at the amino terminal as number 1 . It shall be marked below the sequence 
every 5 amino acids. The enumeration method for amino acid sequences that is set 
forth in this section remains applicable for amino acid sequences that are circular in 
configuration, with the exception that the designation of the first amino acid of the 
sequence may be made at the option of the applicant.
